ACS Government Records Management, Dallas, Texas, to provide the upgrade 
for the hardware storage area network. The current network has reached the 
maximum storage limit. 

Reason: As the developer of the software ACS Government Records 
Management (ASC) is uniquely qualified to provide the services and 
configure 40 terra bytes redundant storage area network with 
upgrade software integration for the cashiering database cluster.
